General Ainsworth' s friends pre- 
vailed upon him to resign as adjutant 
general which was immediately ac- 
cepted. The following day Gei^eral 
Ainsworth was retired from active 
service with the army. It is consid- 
ered. as unlikely, that the incident is 
entirely closed, and may be the cause 
of considerable future discussion in 
official circles.

Brief Biographies of our Presidents* 

Given in the order of their election. 

George Washington, born February 22, 1732, at 
Bridges Creek, Virginia. He was of English an- 
cestry ; an Episcopalian in religion, and in politics 
a Federalist. Washington was the most prominent 
figure in the Revolutionary period, and is deservedly 
styled ^'Father of Our Country." His death occur- 
red at Mount Vernon, Virginia, on December 14, 
1799. 



John Adams was born at Quincy, Massachusetts, 
October 30, 1725. His ancestors were English. In 
religion he was a Congregationaiist, and in politics 
Federalist. Adams was one of the signers of the 
Declaration of Independence, and took a leading 
parr in opposing the Stamp Act. He died on July 
4. 182(3, at Quincy. Massachusetts. 



Thomas Jefferson was born at Shadewell, Virginia, 
on April 13, 1743. He was of Welch ancestry, a 
liberal in religion, and of the Republican political 
faith. Jefferson drew up and signed the Declaration 
of Independence, and during his term of office the 
Louisiana Territory was purchased. He died at 
Monticello, Virginia, July 4, 1826. the same day John 
Adams passed away. 

James Madison was born March 16, 1751, at Port 
Conway, Virginia. He was of English ancestry, an 
Episcopalian in religion, and a Eepublican in poli- 
tics. The War of 1812 occurred during his term. He 
died June 28, 1836, at Mbntpelier, Virginia. 



James Monroe was born at Monroe Greek , Virginia, 
April 28, 1758. His ancestors was Scotch. He was 
an Episcopalian, and a Republican in politics. His 
term was known as -'The Era of Good Feeling." 
While Monroe was in office the Missouri Compromise 
act was passed and the Monroe Doctrine promul- 
gated. He died in New York City, July 4, 1831.

the establishment of a university for 
the Filipinos. This university received 
corporate existence some time ago in 
an act which reads as follows : 

Section L— The Governor General 
is hereby authorized, with the power 
and limitation hereinafter specified/to 
establish in the city of Manila or at a 
point he may deem most convenient, 
a university which shall be known by 
the designation of "University of the 
Philippines" the same being- organized 
as a corporation under that name. 

Section 2.— The purpose of said 
university shall be to provide ad- 
vanced instruction in hterature, phil- 
osophy, sciences, the arts, and to 
give professional and technical train- 
ing. 

Section 3. — No student shall be 
denied admission by reason of age, 
sex, nationality, religious belief, or 
political affiliation. 

Doctor Murray Bartlett has been 
called as the first president of this un-, 
iversity and was inaugurated Decem- 
ber 20, 1911. Immediately following 



the inaugural ceremonies, ground was 
broken for the first permanent build- 
ing of the institution. 

It is not only a new, but a great en- 
terprise as well, for these Islands and 
promises much for their future welfare 
and prosperity. Here the young men 
and women will be afforded a splendid 
opportunity to prepare themselves for 
solving the intricate problems and 
bearing the responsibilities involved 
in shaping the national life of the 
Philippines. Usefulness as well as 
culture is to be the aim of the instruc- 
tion. '^Efficiency" was the keynote 
of President Bartlett' s inaugural ad- 
dress, and wisely so. Knowledge or 
book learning will profit little unless 
it is applied and its influence permeates 
and pervades and benefits the very 
life of the common people. The 
modern efficient university extends its 
influence far beyond the halls of learn- 
ing. By means of extension lecture 
courses, farmers' institutes; its experi- 
mentstations, and m^any other methods 
of helping the common people, it puts 
this knowledge to a practical use. It 
is that practical application of know^l- 
edge obtained, which renders an edu- 
cational in.stitution deserving of being 
called '^efficient." It is not only this 
increased knowledge but also the 
practical application of that knowl- 
edge, that the inhabitants of these 
Islands especially need. All w^ho are 
sincerely interested in the future wel- 
fare of the eight million inhabitants 
of this archipelago, may well rejoice 
inthe establishment of this institution.
